"Slightly  more  inquiry  in  various  quarters  featured  extra 
staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during 
the  past  week,  but  sales  did  not  run  into  large  volume  and 
offerings  continued  plentiful,  though  some  merchants  claim  to 
have  cleaned  up  all  their  cheap  lots  and  to  be  unable  to  gefc 
more  at  the  moment. 

*  *  * 

"Occasional  sales  of  Egyptian  uppers  have  been  made  during 
the  past  week:  or  two,  and  the  offerings  of  such  cotton  have 
been  getting  less  frequent,  at  least  so  far  as  spots  are  concerned. 
Medium  grade  uppors  cotton  was  bought  this  week  around  18  cents 
but  not  much  of  it  changod  hands  at  that  figure.        The  supply 
of  spots  is  becoming  more  limited,  and  some  of  those  tire  fabric 
mills  that  previously  sold  uppors  cotton  are  now  reported  to  be 
buying  it,  and  using  their  stocks  on  hand.      Egyptian  Sakol  of 
medium  grado  is  nominally  quoted  around  22  cents  to  23  cents 
but  no  buying  activity  at  all  has  boon  reported  this  week. 

It  is  somewhat  the  same  with  Pima.      Although  number  twos  can 
bo  had  at  19  cents  to  20  cents  and  number  threes  at  18  cents  to 
19  cents,  there  has  been  no  demand  for  it  rocsntly*      Even  number 
ones  can  bo  had  around  22  cants  but  has  not  proven  attractive. 
Those  prices,  of  course,  are  the  lowest  levels  ever  raached  by 
Pima  cotton,

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  January  18  states  as  follows: 

"More  active  inquiry  for  cotton  featured  nearly  all  cotton 
consuming  centers  of  New  England  during  the  past  weak  and  trading 
was  put  through  in  many  quarters,  though  seldom  in  large  lots. 
Prices  were  irregular  but  inclined  to  ba  soft,  though  it  was  not 

always  easy  to  find  the  bargain  lots  one  heard  talked  about. 

*  *  * 

"For  the  extra  long  staple  cotton  there  has  been  little  or  no 
demand  renortod  this  week  and  the  activity  in  this  sort  of  cotton 
has  been  very  light  throughout  the  present  season  so  far.  Prices 
are  nominally  unchanged  as  to  basis,  and  most  of  the  actual  selling 
has  taken  place  in  southern  mill  sections. 

"Egyptians  have  been  vary  moderately  active  but  prices  have  not 
changed  materially  from  those  of  a  week  ago.      Sales  of  Pima 
have  gone  through  this  week  around  20c  to  21c  for  number  twos  and 
ones,   though  sales  of  number  twos  have  been  reported  within  two 
and  threo  weeks  as  low  as  19-l/2c.      Demand  for  Pima  at  any  price 
has  beon  very  light,  and  despite  the  very  limitod  offerings,  it 
has  been  hard  to  find  a  sale  for  such  cotton  as  is  available.

The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian 
cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  10,104  bales  in  December,  compared 
with  9,076  bales  in  November  and  9,874  bales  in  October.

Add  to  this  the  fact  that 
the  price  of  Uppors  F.G.F.  landed  at  any  pert  abroad  is  be  lev;  the 
cost  of  American  Middling  under  similar  conditions,  and  it  is  easi 
explained  why  Maarad  cotton  is  proferrod  by  many  spinners  to 
Sakellaridis  and  v/hy  Uppors  are  taking  the  place  of  Americans  in 
an  ever-increasing  measure."

THE  COTTON  MARKET  III  EGYPT. 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  January  10,  1931,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  G.  D.  Economou  &  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
December  24th:- 

"  .   .   .  .  Maarad  [Egyptian  Pima  ]  continues  to  be  the  subject  of 
a  good  inquiry,  and  wo  have  just  learned  that  a  big  deal  in  this 
growth  has  boen  put  through  with  America.      With  regard  to  the  latter 
country,  we  are  informed  that  they  are  showing  active  interest  in 
Egyptian  cotton,  and  that  if  prices  fall  a  little,  heavy  business  is 
in  sight.      This  interest  is  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  qualities 
of  our  cotton  are  indispensable  to  America,  and  there  is  the  further 
consideration  that  the  shrinkage  of  the  parity  between  Ashmouni  and 
American  has  rendered  the  former  vory  attractive;  in  addition,  the 
idea  is  spreading  that  the  import  duty  on  Egyptian  cotton  entering 
America  will  shortly  bo  substantially  reduced  if  not  totally  repealed." 


THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,   issue  of  January  10,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Sccieto  Cotonniore  d'Egypto,  S.A.E.,  Successeurs 
de  la  Maison  G.  D.  Sarris,  cf  Alexandria,  dated  December  31st:- 

"Although  the  Government  will  enforce  a  roduction  of  the  acreage 
under  Sakel  it  now  becomes  apparent  that  such  a  measure  will  be 
useless,  as  a  reduction  of  the  Sakel  acreage  int  the  Delta  will  take 
place  automatically.      Not  only  planters  have  not  the  means  to  cul- 
tivate as  much  cotton  as  last  season,   the  variety  itself  at  actual 
and  even  at  considerably  higher  prices  is  unremunerati ve  in  view  cf 
the  small  yield.      We  think  that  the  variety  which  will  largely 

replace  Sakel  is  Zagora.
